The Courier-Joarnal of last Saturday had an editorial on 
the subject of the succegB of a grocery man in Memphiiet who 
is a Kieat adverttier. Grocerymen as a general thing say 
that adgoftising pays clothing and dry goods people, bat 
that they deal in necessities and that it doesn't pay them, 
yet this man spends more for advertising in one day than 
the cost of the average stock of groceries found in the town 
of Adairville. The facts read like an Arabian Nights tale, 
but it£ true. The editorial in full is as follows: 

"Duke Bowers, mLo runs tbir y five grocery stores in Memphis, 
■ays it IS bard for him to oadersioud why some people do not t>e- 
resolution, while Supreme Chan- l^j^^ in ^j^.^tigiojj. That Mr. Bowers believes in it strongly is 

evidenced by the fact that he monopolizes about one half the space 
of one issue of a Memphis paper oo last Tuesday. And it is not a 
small paper as papers go. It has roarteen pages of eight colnmns to 
(ihe page. _pae entire seoti'oit of fnar pages is devoted to matter 
•opplied kf H'' Bowers and tl^e Urger section has a Bowers **ad" 
on every page except the first, including one full page devoted to 
current quotations of grocery prices at Mr- Bowers' thirty-five 
"temples of •oouomy." 

The opace occupied by Mr. Bowurs is not all devoted to groceries, 
for he is something of a philosoplier and liediecusBPs some matters 
as a side line to his commercial eiiternrisen. Among other things 
he tells wjiat he thinks aboot advertisini;. Incidentally * he re- 
marks tbat his advertisemeate which endeared in those Memphis 
dailies last To4eday cost him about as rouob as it would cost to 
open another store.*' This, be thinks, is a very good demonstra- 
tion of his faith in newspaper publicity. '1 expect, though,' he 
oontinaes, *f<Mr the froileof this advertising to yi«ld-so aboudantly 
that it won't cost me a panay,'' 

Mr. Bowers says he has spent more for newspaper space since he 
located in Memphis than be is worth, but he believes if he had 
spent only half as much for adyertising be wouldn't have been 
worth half as mach arlMr1| al the present time. Some basiness 
men argue, he says, that they have succeeded w*itliout advertising 
and, hence cannot see any nse of it. To which Mr. Bowers ans- 
wers, 'Yes and the chances are that if these same persons had 
been constant a^MHiers the«access they woald have made wottld 
have been as far ahmti^§/0k/t$-$k^Mnt saoBMS as Memphis laahead 
of Hopefleld, Ark." ^ " '

Washington, Mhj- 25 —Presi- 
dent Taft has denied the appli 
cations for pardon of Oharles W. 
Marse, of New York, and Jolm 
K. Walsh, of Ohioa|(o, the two 
most prominent bankers ever 
convicted and sent to Federal 
penitentiaries under the national 
bankiuK laws. Not only did the 
president refuse to pardon eith- 
er Morse or Walsh, but be also 
declined at this time to exercise 
any other sort of executive 
olemenlsy ~in these eises, or to 
shorten tbe sentences imposed 
opon tbe t«o men by the courts 
in which they were convicted. 

In denying the pardons, the 
President took a firm stand that 
the national nankiug laws or any 
other laws must be upheld when 
they affect the rich man, even 
"imore than when they affect the 
poor. 

The record in the WaMi case, 
the President said in :iloutiopin 
ion, "shows imorai tuipitude of 
that insidious and dangerous 
kinil, to' punish which the na- 
tional bankiuR laws were especi- 
ally enacted.'' 

In considGrinj; the case of Morse, 
the President said that "from a 
consideration of the facts in each 
case, I have no doubt that Morse 
should have received a heavier 
sentence than Walsh. Indeed, 
the luethuds taken by Morse tend 
to 8how that more keenly than 
Walsh did he realize the evil of 
what he was doing."
